Pettier, an 
electro plate worker, and secretary oJ the 
Workinsman's Association for the defense 
of Britieh industry, whoFO office io in 
L)ndon, was sent to tho United States 
last suc-mer by tis association to tnow 
ot hia own personal knowledge whether 
the working classes of this country were 
better off under protection than the 
En glieh wording classes are under free 
trade . Mr. Pettifer spent two months 
in the United States, und studied very 
closely thu condition of the working 
classes in the largo manufacturing cities. 
His impressions aro well worth reeding:
